been heretofore in criticism of the plans 
of campaign, conduct of tHo war ami 
skill of our generals, what we want now 
13 that the people should pay more at- 
tention to raising the reinforcements so 
badly needed by all our armies.

President Lincoln's 
I'lOHJ inte^.ity of purpose and Gound- 
n"s of judgement ate sufficient gjar- 
antees for the safe guidance of tho gov- 
ernmental action of the war. 


He has demanded of us large rein- 


forcements of troops, which wo have 
not yet raised, having meantime waste 
precious [days in wrangling over the 
course of Congress and of various' gene- 
orals. Had we promptly furnished the 
three hundred thousand 
new troopg 


when they were oskcd of us, there would 
have been no delay in the movements 
of oar armies or the following out of our 
plans. It is necessary that tao people 
should be made aware that there is as 
much delinquency on their part as on 
that of any one of the generals, and that 
they have no right to find fault with oth- 
ers until they do their own duty,

ments. It is incumbent on us before 
everything else to furnish the whole of 
tho men required.

latter had juat driven the Irishmen out, 
when a detachment of police men arrived 
who commenced clubbing the negroes, but 
discovering their mistake thoy attacked 
the Irishmen and quelled the disturbance, 
A number of both parties were arrested, 
and it was thought that there would be no 
further trouble.
